It was considered as a result of 
Grinking raw goats’ milk. For 
many years afier its first dic- 
covery in America, it was attrib- 
uted entirely to goats’ milk. 
Then it was discovered in cows’ 
milk, but was consideerd a sep- 
arate discase until in 1918 Alice 
Evans, a research worker in the 
laboratory of the Public Health 
Service, proved that the micro- 
coccus melitensis from goats’ 
milk and brucella abortus from 
cows was practically the same.

INCE 1926 a total of 17,620 

cases have been reported in 
the United States, and undoubt- 
edly many thousands more have 
been either not recognized or 
not reported. It is the result of 
the use of raw cows’ milk, from 
cows that are infected with the 
brucella abortus, which causes 
them to abort their calves, or 
from goats similarly affected. 

It also appears in hogs and 
can be contracted by the hand- 
ling of meat from animals so 
afflicted. The disease occurs 
most frequently in men, partic- 
ularly in the country districts, 
and especially among young 
adults. 

Jn the beginning it resembles 
typhoid or malaria. Usually for 
a week or two there is a feeling 
of lassitude, with general weak- 
ness and loss of strength. The 
patient feels that he is having 
slight chills and an evening fe- 
ver.

The 
only logical method of preven- 
tien for this milk-borne disease 
is pusteurization of all milk: and 
proiection of the skin while 
handling the fresh meat.

\ HETHER vour hair is dry, 
oily, normal, straight, nate 
uvally curly or artificially waved, 
it cannot fail to respond to the 
hov oil shampoo. As you have 
been told many times, begin by 
a vigorous brushing to thorough- 
ly arouse the circulation and to 
remove accumulations of dust, 
lint and dandruff from the scalp 
and hair.

Part the hair in sections, 
dip a pad of cotton into the 
warm oil and go over the head 
until the scalp is thoroughly 
saturated. Any remaining oil 
can be worked down the length 
of the strands. Massage for a 
minute, then wrap the head in 
a hot towel. 

Dip the towel in very hot wa- 
ter, wring out and wind about 
the head. At the same time put 
another towel into the hot wa- 
ter so it will be ready to replace 
the one in use, as soon as it 
cools. The moist heat helps the 
scalp and the shafts of hair to 
actually absorb the oil. After 
fiftcen minutes, rinse the sur- 
plus oil from the hair with hot 
water and a hand spray, then 
shampoo thoroughly. 

The ideal soap for the sham- 
poo is one that lathers easily 
and freely. Make a soap jelly or 
liquid by melting shaved castile 
or toilet soap. It will take about 
three good sudsings to wash 
away every trace of grime and 
free oil from your hair and 
scalp. 

Rinse thoroughly until every 
trace of soap is gone. A hand 
spray is useful for rinsing the 
hair since the water is drected 
through the hair and against 
the scalp with some force to 
float away stray flecks of soap. 
Into the final rinse water goes 
strained lemon juice or vinegar 
to make your hair glossy.
